Canvasback Is the Largest 


of the Deep-Water or 


Diving Duck

Cold, gray dawns on the marsh. Salt 


spray nnd the tang of the open sen. 
Then swinging on big, streamlined 
birds. Canvnsbacks! 


Placing of these ducks, along with 


the redheads, on the list of fully-pro- 
tected species, brings memories of 
battery shooting in the old days when 
gunners thought the wild duck supply 
would last forever. 


There were few restrictions, nnd bug 


limits were 
high. When the boats 


came in in the evening they were 
heaped with plump fowl. Shooting 
"cans" was the dream of most duck 
hunters, nnd it was great sport when 
they were plentiful. 


But times nnd seasons change. The 


once huge flocks that wintered south 
from Maryland on the Atlantic const 
hnvc dwindled. This falf the gunner 
must 
be content with imaginary 


shooting. He may swing on and lead 
the birds as formerly, but he cannot 
pull the trigger.
